lieve the American people and labor itself 
will on sober consideration approve in 
principle the unanimous decision of the 


• supreme court of the United States that 


Labor unions are suable for facts which 
bring injury or damage to others and that 
they are within the provisions of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. It has long beeji 
a moot question whether unincorporated 
organizations were suable. 
There are 


legal authorities which hold both ways. 
Those disposed toward strict construc- 
tion and technical application of la-w have 
been against the proposition, while those 
inclined toward the ethical ,ajid wider in- 
terpretation take the opposite view. Since 
the uniform tendency on our courts has 
been in the latter direction, on the theory 
that it promoted justice and equity by 
adapting the law to change and growth, 
th£ decision in the Coronada case is not 
surprising. 
It unquestionably is the 


broad, liberal, consistent interpretation of 
the law. 


To exempt labor unions from legal 


responsibility for their acts was clearly 
in the nature of class privilege, and the 
effort to secure class legislation and class 
favors has been one of the greatest evils 
of our democracy. 
It is equally objec- 


tionable whether for the benefit of capital 
or labor, of one group, of one interest or 
another. 
If men organized for a partic- 


ular purpose as capable of transgressing 
the rights of society or of inflicting injury 
upon others it can make no difference es- 
sentially. so far as their just responsibili- 
ties go whether they are incorporated or 
unincorporated. To exempt them because 
of unincorporation would be tantamount to 
authorizing them to resort to unconscion- 
able or illegal practices and to leave those 
to whom these acts cause damage without 
recourse or remedy. It is obvious that so 


' far as principle is concerned, so far as the 
question of right or wrong enters, it can 


1 irwike no difference when it comes to ob- 


• servance of law and the substantive rights 
of others whether an association is incor- 
porated or not. It is the capacity of the 
agency to affect the rights of others and 
the quality of the fact that govern. 


So far as organized labor is concerned 


•we believe it will profit in the long run 
from the decision. 
"While it cannot be 


foreseen to what consequences it may 
reach it at least raises a labor union to the 
dignity of responsibility. Every business 
institution prides itself upon b^ing respon- 
Eiblp for its transactions. Every individ- 
ual prides himself upon being responsible 
for his conduct and his proposals. 
It 


Bhould be no different with a, labor organ- 
ization. 
Indeed, we bHipve it will add 


materially to the weight of what a labor 
union does or says wh^n it ;3cts with full 
knowledge of its responsibility and the 
public is equally conscious of the fact. A 
bank 01 business house or a corporation 
acquires influence and the high regard of 
the public when ite responsibility is abso- 
lute, when a customer may feel that its 
transactions are reliable and that it is 
good for any damage it may cause. 


Similarly, we think the labor union will 


renter prestige and greater pow-

CANADA, THE SEAWAY AND 


THE TARIFF 


Canada's outVard indifference to the 


invitation by the United States to nego- 
tiate a treaty for the building of-the St. 
Lawrence seaway is explained in the news 
dispatches by the opposition of Montreal 
to the project. Montreal, the second larg- 
est seaport on the American continent, is 
fearful that the building of the seaway 
will lessen her importance as a port. Al- 
though it is the opinion of experienced 
engineers that her commerce carried in 
large draft vessels will be increased be- 
cause of the necessity for trans-shipment 
from vessels of light draft that can navi- 
gate the St. Lawrence, her fears are not 
quieted, and she has taken practically the 
same position as the port of New York 
in her determination to kill the project. 


In this attitude Montreal is in conflict 


with the great interior interests of the 
Dominion exactly the same as New York 
in its desire to sacrifice the welfare of the 
mid-west along with our national inter- 
ests. Montreal, it so happens, is the chief 
source of power of the present political 
administration in Canada, hence it is not 
strange that the government is disposed 
to play politics in approaching the sea- 
way question. In due time, however, the 
Canadian government will hear from the 
interior, and when it does it will learn 
that the immense producing regions that 
now depend on long rail hauls to tide- 
water will voice a demand for outlet to 
the markets of the world through the 
Great Lakes that cannot be ignored. 


This interior sentiment in favor of the 


seaway will be materially advanced if the 
tariff policy of the United States under- 
goes modification. 
Canadians feel that it 


is the purpose of the United States to dis- 
criminate unduly against them in the 
pending tariff revision. 
There is an idea 


that .while producers on this side of the 
borde'V wish to exploit Canadian markets 
for their benefit, they will not permit Ca- 
nadian producers to sell to their home 
trade. Canadians believe that Americans 
oppose the shipment of their products into 
the United States, yet seek inland seaports 
so as to be able to compete with Canada 
for foreign trade.' Canada indicates that 
this -policy is scarcely consistent and. 
moreover, not just. 


Unless we\can put a bridle on thn high 


protectionistsVnd obtain a tariff that lia-? 
some relation to economic conditions, and 
does not contemplate jug-handled recipro- 
city, we are certain to confirm Canadian 
prejudice .and incidentally put off the time 
when self-interest will force Canada to 
cooperate with us in the authorization of 
the St. Lawrence seaway. The best way 
to obtain the confidence of our neighbors 
is to take the tariff out of politics and 
make it a commercial proposition, with 
duties that are flexible and regulated for 
the good of all interests, the people at 
large and the nation in its international 
relations.

r\ THE OILT 'TEENS 


Since, pores were abolished by acclamation of the 


anatomists and physiologists and formal publics 
tion 01 the news here, the number of correspond- 
ents asking me what will open, close or 
reduce 


pores has undergone a marked abatement. 
But 


there is nothing encouraging in this decline. 
In 


fact I fancy there are just as many persons as ev 
er in their oily 'teens only now. instead of merely 
requesting something for "enlarged porr?" they 
argue thus. "You claim the skin has no pores. Us- 
ually you have common sense, but in 
this in- 


stance you are certainly wrong. 
If these aren't 


enlarged pores in my face, then what would you 
call them?" Some such unanswerable argument as 
that has been hurled mercilessly at me whenever 
I have denied the reality of such popular entities 
as biliousness, rheumatism, nervous 
breakdown, 


catarrh, "colds." and impure blood (as an explana- 
tion for pimples.1 


It is not so strange that the unenlightened lay- 


man should harbor the notion of poros in the skin, 
in view of the vague ideas of skin anatomv 
and 


physiolosy that some physicians still cherish. In- 
deed it is still the fashion for some health officers 
to issue to the public occasional warnings about 
the dire effects of opening or closing the pores. As 
the New York Medical journal has it. in a recent 
editorial comment "Men trajned in modern phy- 
siology still talk about the doings of the sweat 
ducts in the terms of their fathers and 
grand- 


fathers. 
Our ancestors, knowing no better phy- 


siology, believed they took cold because some un- 
known influence entered their bodies 
thru 
the 


j pores of the skin at a time when the owner of the 


j skin was so unfortunate as to leave these, open- 
ings ajar, and that, to prevent a 
similar 
mis- 


chance, the pores should be kept closed under the 
circumstances." 


The journal then goes on -with 
some 
antique 


stuff about how we "contract a cold" by exposure 
to cold—all in the terms of our fathers and grand- 
fathers. The editorial continues. 


"Any 
one who knows histology (microscopic an 


! atomy) knows the pores are never closed .. While 
we discharge some fluid thru them when perspira- 
tion is going forward, we cannot breathe in nox- 
ious effluvia lif you know what that 
means) 
or 


anything else thru them at any time.... such be- 
ing the case it is high time that twentieth cen- 
tury physicians should cease to talk in the jargon 
of those of the eighteenth century." 


There you have it. children. You can 
absorb 


nothing thru the sweat ducts, not even 
an 
al- 


leged "cold." 
That is what I mean when I say 


the human skin has no pores. 
Of course the skin 


is supplied with sweat glands and oil glands, both 
of which excrete or secrete their fluid thru ducts 
which empty upon the surfa.ce thru the openings 
in which hair grow when the skin has hair, but 
thru common openings on the palms and soles. 


Don't forget to lock the ignition and lock the 


garage, but never mind about your pores, for they 
just ain't. 
Or if your conception of the meaning 


of the word pore is not the same as mins, then 
anyhow you needn't worry about your pores since 
they are never closed no matter what trapdoor 
fancies grandpa had about them.

Thoroughly 
cleanse 
the neck 


with a good brand of cleansing 
cream. 
Then cover its surface 


with a quantity of heavy massage 
cream, using just enough to smooth 
evenly over the entire surface of 
the neck. 
Throw the head back, 


then turn it to the right. 
Begin 


with the section of the neck just 
below the chin and smooth the 
neck down in a gentle, rotary mo- 
tion with the palm of the hand. Re- 
peat this motion on the other side 
of the neck with the head to the 
back and left. Gradually work the 
fingers in straight columns down 
the neck al^ ays being sure to work 
down and never up, until the fin- 
gers reach the column that ex- 
tends from the ear-lobe to 
the 


shoulder. 


This part of the neck is especially 


important, as here lies some of the 
glands that are apt to cause what 
appears to be a double chin and 
what in reality may be swelling of 
the glands. If there is any sore- 
ness experienced when you mas- 
sage this part of your neck, consult 
your physician at once. It may be 
that your glands are not function- 


v like an excess of neck tissue, or it 


may be that your tonsils are caus- 
ing the- swollen appearance. 
In 


either case it is most important 
that you see your physician and let 
him examine the throat thoroughly 
for any such symptoms. 


Sleeping • without a pillow helps 


tc correct the excess of tissue that 
forms the double chin. 


The nerve centres of the facial 


nerves are situated just below and, 
forward of the ear lobes on either 
side of the face. 
Here all the 


minute telegraph wires that cause 
sensation over the face are held to- 
gether, and here is where the curs 
for sagging muscles of the face is 
affected. 
Those tired lines from 


the nose to the corners of the 
mouth and from the mouth down 
may be brought up into place and 
the expression made more restful, 
and therefore beautiful, if a few 
moments each day are devoted to 
massaging the nerve centres. Cars 
•must be taken not to press these 
delicate centres too hard. 
They 


must be touched very lightly, with 
a circular movement, and only with, 
the tips of the forefinger and mid- 
dle finger of each hand. 


The "patting" process being used 


in up-to-the-minute neauty parlors, 
may he practiced at home. 


Because the "patting" treatment 


is merely to stimulate the circula- 
tion in this section, it is recom- 
mended for a double purpose 
It 


breaks down excess tissue and the 
blood carries it off. It also builds 
up tissue on the neck that is in- 
clined to be scrawny by bringing to 
it the proper nourishment through 
the quickly flowing blood that 
passes under Its surface. When the 
tapping is finished, and usually a 
treatment is successful when the 
neck appears reddened, a nourish- 
ing massage cream is worked into 
Ihe skin and allowed to remain 
there for twenty minutes.
